LENINE ACCEPTS 
~ AMERICAN OFFER 


U. S. GIVES $20,000,000 IN GRAIN 
PROVIDED RUSSIA BUYS $10,- 
000,000 MORE HERE. 


. Moscow.—In announcing to the all-: 


“Russian soviet congress soviet Rus- 
sia’s acceptance of the American re- 
lief administration’s proffosal to give 
Russia $20,000,000 worth of grain on 
condition that Russia buy $10,000,000 
more tn America, Premier Lenine 


Monday estimated that this total of! 
$30,000,000 would buy about 30,000,- 


000 poods of grain. (This is approxi- 
mately 18,000,000 bushels.) 

The soviet premier said this would 

reatly help the famine situation in 
the Volga district, but declared the 
goviet government must continue to 
exert every effort to collect its full 
‘grain levy. He said it would require 
48,000,000 poods more from abroad to 
bring the total average before next 
‘harvest to 215,000,000 poods, which 
was 15,000,000 poods below the minim- 
im, necessary to carry Russia through 
the famine crisis. 

The congress approved of the new 
soviet economic policy as outlined by 
Premier Nikolaj! Lenine. This ap- 
proval was given by accepting Prem- 
fer Lenine’s address, which was pre- 
sented at the report of the council of 
commissars.on domestic and foreign 
policies. :

The congress endorsed a resolution: 


of thanks to Dr. Fridtjof Nansen and 


the American Relief Administration : 


for recent famine relief in Russia. 
The resolution especially mentioned 


the relief administtration as having ‘ 


helped more than any other foreign 
organization. 

In his address to the 
Premier Lenine defended the soviet 
government’s economic policy and 
mercilessly attacked its critics, espe- 
cially the trade union men who-he de- 
clared desired to continue to manage 
the industries. He said men who had 


demonstrated no ability to manage) 


industries were demanding to be re- 
tained in control. He challenged them 
to show qualifications to buy supplies 
and keep factories going rather than 
to write resolutions. 

“Learning to trade,” he continued, 
“Sg difficult. It is not like oratory, but 
, we have to learn it.” He declared he 
hated dealing with traders who de- 
manded 109 per cent profit, but said it 
must be done. Raw materials must 
be collected and bought at any cost 
from sharp traders and business must 
be revived. But, he added, it was only 
by struggling 10 or 15 years with 
sharp traders that. the communist 
workmen would learn bow to trade.

Lake Huron Shore Tourist associa- 
tion.” 

The officers elected at the Port 
Huron meeting are: President, David 
Mihlethaler, Harbor Beach; Vice 
Presidents, J. E. Wallace, Port Aus- 
tin, R. H. Rayburn, Alpena, F. G. 
Pick, Port Huron and L. A. Holmes, 
Marine City; secretary-treasurer, T. 

The officers 
will comprise the executive commit- 
tee. The plan of organization calls 
for an advisory board to consist of a 
representative from each community, 
‘a finance committee to look after the 
rajsings of funds and other financial 
matters and an advertising commit- 
| tee. 


What Tourists and Campers Bring. 


In discussing plans a number. of 
interesting facts were brought out in 
relation to the volume of tourist 
traffic revenue, in yarious sections of 
the United States and Canada. In 
a few years the r@yenue in the North- 
west territory which includes Seattle 
increased from $7,000,000 to $40,000- 
000 in 1920. California’s enormous 
tourist business exceeds the revenue 
of all its crops; tourists traveling by 
automobile contributed $74,000,000 in 
1920 to Calif., revenue. The revenue 
for Wis. in 1920 amounted to $70,- 
000,000 of which $13,000,000 came 
from tourists traveling in automo- 
biles. It is estimated that in 1920 
tourists spent $200,000,000 in the so- 
called Colorado and adjacent terri- 
tory; in 1920 the tourist revenue in 
the Boston territory amounted to 
$120,000,000; in Canada the tourist 
revenue in 1920 amounted to $100,- 
000,000. 

The office of the new association 
will be in Bay City, and in charge of 
T. F. Marston, secretary and treas- 
urer. In co-operating with the North- 
eastern Michigan Development Bu- 
reau the new asenciation gains the 
experience of Mr. Marston, who as 
secretary of that organization car- 
ried on similar work for Northeast- 
ern Michigan, and there is also an 
economical gain through the elimina- 
tion of duplicate office costs and 
other features. 


At the same time the work which 
it proposes to'do will be of as much 
benefit to North- 
eastern Michigan than it is to any. 
other part of the eastern section of 
the state because of the fact that 
the greater portion of the Lake Hur- 
on Shore is in Northeastern Michigan 
and the most famous resorts of the 
state are also in that territory. 


TOMATO JUICE NOW RECOM- 
MENDED FOR BABIES. 


One of the easiest ways to be sure 
of getting sufficient amounts of vita- 
mine C, the scurvy-preventing sub- 
stance, is to eat tomatoes rather reg- 
ularly, perhaps every day, or to make 
it a practice to put tomato puice in 
some of the dishes that we are pre- 
paring for the family, says the Uni- 
ted States Department of Agricul- 
ture. “ 

Tn many homes it is a comparatively 
easy matter to can fairly large quan- 
tities of tomatoes, and to have these 
on hand for use when fresh tomatoes 
are unattainable or expensive. The 
remarkable part about the tomato 
with relation to this particular vita- 
mine is that it still seems to be effici- 
ent in preventing scurvy after it has 
been heated or dried, which is not true 
of all foods which possess it in the 
raw state. This is probably due to 
the fact that the tomato contains 
such lores amounts of vitamine C that 
part of § survives the heating pro- 
tess. : 

So valuable is the tomato as a 
source of this mysterious and Impor- 
tant ingredient of the diet, that phy- 
sicians now recommend it for babies 
fed on pasteurized milk, just as they 
ae for some time prescribed orange 
juice. 

: If tomato juice is to be given to a 
child it should be carefully strained in 


order to eliminate any seed. One- 
half tal on of fresh tomato juice 
or one tablespoon of fresh tomato

HOW TO CLEAN FURS AT HOME. 
Furs may be cleaned by washing in 
gasoline or in suds made with castile 
soap and a little borax, followed by 
several rinsings in clear water, is a 
helpful suggestion from the Biologi- 
cal Survey, United States Department 
of Agriculture. It is best to hang 
them out of doors to dry. When dry 
or nearly so, they require to be 
stretched and rubbed on the flesh 
side to make them pliable again. 

Fur garments may be brightened 
by sponging ‘them with gasoline and 
then rubbing corn meal into the fur 
while it is still damp to take up the 
particles of dirt that have been loos- 
ened. Gasoline should never be used 
of course, where its fumes can come 
in contact with fire. 

Another way of cleaning fur super- 
ficially is by means of naphtalene 
crystals thoroughly rubbed into it. The 
pulverized crystals and the dirt which 
has been dislodged may be removed 
by whipping, brushing with a whisk 
broom, or by a vacuum cleaner.

Kaleteur 
(Prepared by the National Geographic So- 
ciety, Washington, D. C.) 

One of the world’s greatest water- 
falls lies in Sonth America, only a few 
days steaming from New Orleans and 
little more than 200 miles inland. This 
hatural wonder of the western hemi- 
sphere—Kaieteur falls of British 
Guiana—is four and a half times the 
height of Niagara; yet while 3,000,000 
persons journey to Niagara each year, 
only a handful of white men have seen 
Kaleteur. 

The traveler bound for the great 
falls of Kaieteur does not roll to hfs 
destination by rail as do the tourists 
bent on seeing Niagara or even those 
visiting the Victoria falts in Africa. 
Instead he must travel part of the 
way by river steamers and- complete 
his journey paddled in small boats, 
with a final scramble on foot. © For 
Kaleteur is In the heart of the jungle. 

The start is made 
British Guiana, on 
which ascends the Demerara river. 
Georgetown itself is well worth a visit. 
Though in the tropics, It is a comforts, 
nhle place, kept cool by the steady 
trade winds well governed. The 
streets are vide, and through the 
center of many are canals filled with 
enormous Victoria Regia water lites. 

The Demerara tlows through ao low 
flat country of alluvial mud, so that 
the tide can be felt SU miles frum the 
mouth, At Georgetown it is so shal- 
flow that the steamers entering the 
port literally plow through the mud, 
and at full speed barely crawl to their 
wharves, Forty) years ugo a vessel 
was wrecked off the coust of Guiana, 
and the mud has built around it until 
today itis au inhabited isiund covered 
with tall) pains. Just outside 
Georgetown 
the big sugar estate established long 
ago by grants from .the crosyn. 

At the end of the first day the steam- 

rearrives at Wismar. The town is 
a Uny place, consisting of the landing 
stage, a railroad station. a stere, a gib 
shop and a. few huts. | But the fact 
thar it is in the terminus of the Demer- 
ara-Essequibo railroad gives It some 
activity.

This railrond connects the twa most 
important rivers of the provinee, It 
is, of course, narrow-gauged and poorly 
built, but any sort of railroad is a 
blessing in Guiana. 
ground as saudy as a beach—und in- 
deed that is whut it used to be. All 
the rond below that point has been. 
built out into the ocean. Rockstone, 
terminus of the road on the Essequibo 
river, is hardiy more imposing than 
Wismar. At Rockstone another river 
steamer must be bourded for a cot- 
tinuation of the upstream Journey. All 
day the little steamer fights against a 
current between the — monotonous 
shores, AS a matter of fact, one 
hurdly sees the shere itself, for the 
bush is so thick that it grows out into 
the river, leaving only lageons by 
which the interjor can be reached. 


Up the Essequibo and Potaro. 

The Essequibo is a surprisingly for- 
midable stream. It drains five times 
the area drained by the Hudson and {s 
twice as jong, Some 60 imiles above 
Rockstone the steamer leaves the 
great river and enters the mouth of 
the Potaro, itself a stream of no mean 
proportions, A few hours liter Tuma- 
tumart, ao tiny habitation bulll on a 
hill by the side of a cataract Is sight- 
ed. ‘Pumatumari ts the place at syhich 
ene usually makes contact with the 
Indian guides and bearers, previously 
engaged, upon whom dependence must 
be placed in negotinting the last 50 
inlles of the journey. The short stretch 
between Tumatumari and Potaro land- 
Ing is covered in a small launch, from 
the tatter point on, man power alone is 
available, A entaract - blocks — the 
strenm above the Janding, and must be 
passed by portage, The, necessary 
boxes of provisions are strapped on the 
nunked backs of Indians and carried 
for seven miles through the bush. On 
such marches one must use every pre- 
enution against poisonous snakes.

The waters pour down [nto the 
depths ‘with a tremendous roar, to be 
heard for miles around, and the mists 
rise always in clouds that are striped 
with rainbow color so distinct as to 
impress themselves upon the film of 
the camera, The breadth is 300 feet 
and more in time of flood, and the 
syminetry is wonderful. It ts this per- 
fect proportion, in fact, that tricks the 
eye Into failure to grasp at first the 
huge scale of the seene. 


To the Americun viewing Kateteur 
perhaps the best way to realize its 
magnitude ts to compare its height 
with his well-known skyscrapers. The 
Singer building, if set with its base 
where the water strikes the floor of 
the gorge, would fail to reach the rim 
of the fail by more than 100 feet; the 
top of the Metropolitan tower would 
he 40 feet below the rim, and of the 
Woolworth building only the upper 51 
feet woultt show above the cliffs. 

But comparisons with the structures 
of man are perhaps the last that 
should be made, The setting is per- 
tect for one of the world’s greatest 
natural wonders. Neither on the 
great plateau, nor up the placid river, 
nor in the huge, deep gash tn the earth 
that extends for miles below js to he 
seen a sign of human habitation or ha- 
man works, Al] 1s wild nature at its 
best.

— When the Grand 
Army of the Republic holds its anpual 
reuuion this year mere than 10,000 of 
the Civil war veterans who attended 
the encampment of 1920 will be count- 
ed among the missing, as the ranks 
have been depleted to this extent 

through the last year, 

Phe total membership of the G. A. 
R. teday Is 938,155, while its member- 
ship in 1920 was 108.258. 

The total membership is scattered 
among 4,445 posts in every state, Ohio, 
with 10,241, has the largest member- 
ship, with Pennsylvania second with 
9,122; New York third, 8,795; Ulinois 
fourth, 6,868; Indiana fifth, 5,949; 
Massachusetts sixth, 5,356. No other 
State hus 5,000 or more members, 

Property owned by. all posts 18 
valued at $2,075,027, including real 
estate worth $802,841. 

Members in the old Confederate 
States total approximately 2,200. 

The G. A. R. was organized in Tli- 
nois in the spring of 1868, Who, its

originators were is a matter of tradi- ]- 


tion, rather than of record, says the 
report innde‘to the national encamp- 
ment in 1869 by N. P. Chipman, then 
adjutant general of the national or- 
ganization. : 

Firet Post in 1866. 

“There can be no doubt that the 
late Col, B. F. Stephenson of Deca- 
tur, Ill, was one of the prime movers,” 
ssys Chipman's report. “Being recog- 
nized as such, he organized the first 
post at Decatur, 1.” 

Ry July, 1860, there were 40 posts 
In Illinois, representatives of which 


state department. Stephenson was 
by common consent the provisional 
commander in chief, and posts were 
orgunized in other states, resulting in 
the first nationnl encampment being 
held at Indianapolis, November 20, 
3866. After the Indianapolis conven- 
tion Chipman records that “posts seem 
to haye sprung up as if by magic in 
all parts of the North,” but he adds 
there was no record of progress, Ter 
states were represented at the In- 
dianapolis encampment, 21 states in 
1867, 24 In 1868, 87 {n 1869—having 
2,050 posts. 

At the 1869 encampment a mutual 
life Insurance scheme was proposed, 
it being sald that the G. A, R, had 
240.000 members. In 1887 it had been 
sald thut «the state departments 
“claimed to represent a constituency 
of over 200,000." But there is no au- 
thentic record of the number for the 
early years, the insurance proposal, 
containing an estimate, it 13 thought, 
and the 1867 estimate being regarded 
as the number of Union soldiers liv- 
ing in the Jurisdiction of the state de- 
partments represented at the conven- 
tion. For instance, the adjutant gen- 
eral's report at the 1870 encampment, 
when there were 39 departments, says 
It is “absolutely impossible for me to 
furnish anything Ike a correct report 
of the present membership.” 

Decline Constant Since 1890, ~ 

In 1890, however,. reports taken as 
authentic state that the membership 
was 409,489, the highest mark record- 
ed. From 1878 to 1890 the growth 
was rapid, being Yrom 12,000 to 85,000 
annually. Since 1890 the decline has 
been constant except for a 3,000 gain 
in 1906, said to be gue to prospects 
of favorable pension legisiation, Sub-

THE PHILOSOPHER OF COAL 


In 1771, there lived in the forest near without dreaming 
Saarbrucken, in Germany, a chemist of the immense 
named Stauf.

man who had an idea, far ahead of his 
times, that many things heside coke 
could be obtained in the combustion of 
bituminous coal. 

Stauf had constructed a number of 
ovens over a burping mine and treated 
coal so that he obtained oil, pitch, coke 
and svot. That was quite a forward 
step and although he lived in the 
depths of a forest the great minds of 


Europe heard of his work. In fact, Huglang no Se Wit ke * 
Goethe, himself made a pilgrimage to jiam St. John for 


the ovens of the far-seeing chemist 
and in his autobiography wrote.a strik- 
ing comment on his visit to the Saar- 
brucken forest: 


“Ready and glad to pour his com- 
plaints into a human ear, the lean 
decrepit, little man, with a shoe on 
one foot and a slipper on the other, 
and with stockings hanging down and 
repeatedly pulled up in vain, dragged 
himself up the mountain to where 
the pitch house stood which he had 
built himself and saw with grief now 
failing into ruins. Here was found a 
connected row of ovens in which coa) 
was to be freed from sulphur and 
made fit for use in the iron works; 
but at the samc time they wished also 
to recover the oil and pitch, and in- 
deed, did not want to lose the lamp 
black, so that all failed together on 
account of the many ends in view.” 


Goethe, who dubbed the chemist of 
Saarbrucken “Kohenphilosoph" or the 
Philosopher of Coal, wrote his com- 
mentary less than a century and a half 
ago. What would be his comment to- 
day could he enter one of the great 
American plants 
where almost un- 
limited aumbers, of 
products are bp- 
tained from the dis- 
tiation or pattial 
combustion of 
{ coal.

Later patents were granted in 
England, Scotland and Germany, and 
finally in 1817, we tind {saac Meason 
“making coke in the ground” in Fay - 
cette County, Pennsylvania. 
That was the crude beginning of onc 
of America’s key industries, for from 
these bee hive ovens, wasteful -as they 
were, grew the great modern plants 
that astonished the world uring the 
war by their production of poison 
gases, high explosives, fertilizers and 
other vital necessities, In times of we 
peace these plants produce dyes and 
great quantities of intermediates for 
the manufacture of other commodities. ‘ 
In times of war they are easily con- 
verted into strongholds of defense. 


You will remember that it was an 
English boy who discovered the possi- 
bility of manufacturing dyes fram coal 
tar but England let the great chance . 
slip through her fingers and as a result 
she found herself in a bad way when 
war broke out in 1914. It was huamili- 
ating for the United States to be 
catight napping and to be compelled to 
beg Germany to sell us dyes to color 
our stamps and currency. but England 
found herself in a far more serious - 
situation. She had no dyes for. ‘her 
uniforms or flags, and no druge ‘for -

LOANS $34,000,000 FOR AGRICUL. 
TURAL PURPOSES. 


CO-OPERATIVE BODIES GET HELP 


From 40 to 60 Applications, Totaling 
Millions, Now Being Handled 
Daily, Report Says. 


Washington—-The War Finance cor- 
poration is doing business at the rate 


| of several million dollars a day, ac- 


eording to the annual report of that 
organization submitted Dec. 22 to 
Congress. 

Up to Nov. 30, the date of the re- 
port of the corporation said its ad- 
vances for agricultural and live- 
stock purposes totaled more than $8% 
000,000, of which the principal items 
were loans on cotton aggregating $22,. 
000,000, on grain $16,000,000, Ilvestock 
$13,000,008 and for genera! agricul- 
tural purposes $34,000,000. : 

Calling attention to the fact tha 
{ts powers for financing agricultural 
eredit relief were not broadened until 
last August, the corporation declared 


» that it had perfected its organization 


of credit agencies in various sections 
of the country and by the latter part 
of October its machinery both in 
Washington and in the field was com- 
pleted. 

“Within the last few weeks,” the 
report said, “the corporation has been 
passing upon from 40 to 50 applica- 
tions daily, ranging in the aggregate 
from one million to several million 
dollars.” 

Tn addition to the agricultural fin- 
anecing advan-eg were reported aggre- 
gating $51,500,000 on exports, of which 


|; the largest items were $28,000,000 on 


cotton and $11,500,000 on grain, 

Summarizing its loans, the corpora- 
tion showed that $52,000,000 had been 
advanced to coo-perative associatious, 
$72,000,000 to banking and financial 
institutions and $9,000,000 to export- 
ere covering both ugricuitura!l and ex- 
port advances.

Washington Conference on Armament 
Limitation the Most important 
Event—What President Hard- 
Ing’s Administration and 
the Congrese Have 
Accomplished.

Back to Norwulcy was the slogan 
of 1821, not only In America but in 
all the ciylilzed nations of the world. 


* But minor wars, internal economic dis- 


turbances, chaotic Anuncial conditions

States, 

When the year opened the peoples 
were groaning under the burden of 
taxation and depression resulting 7rom 
the Worid war. As it drew Co # cluse 
they were still groaning but had hope- 
fully turned their eyes toward Wash- 
ington, where the representutives of 
great powers were negotinting inter- 
National ugreements that would elim. 
inate some of the causes of war, e8- 


pecially in the Far Eust, and Humit 
the means of muking war. In the 


success of thig conference and of oth- 
ers that might grow out of it lay for 
the time being the hope of humanity. 
Efforts to enforce the terms of the 
treaty of Versaiifes resulted in con- 
Alcts among some of the new aations 
ecrented by that pact, and several of 
the older nations were tnvelved in 
Warfare. Germany, working fast to 
recover her old position in the world 
of commerce, was bampered by the 
disastrous decline in the value of the 
mark, and her leaders protested con- 
tinually that she could not possibly 
pay the war Indemnity, Peace negotl- 
ations between the British government 
and Sinn Fein were brought to a sue- 
cessful conclusion by which the Lrisb 
Free State was constituted. :

President Harding on July 10 ts- 
aucd informal invitations to Great 
Brituin, France, Ituly and Japan to 
send representatives to Washington 
for a conference on limitation of 
armament and Far East questions. 
Acceptance from all was already as- 
sured by a process of “feeling out,” 
and on August 11 the formal invita- 
tluns went out, China, Belgium, Hol- 
land and Portugal being asked to par- 
tlcipate in discussions involving the 
Far East. The foremost statesmen of 
these nine powers were named as 
delegates and on November 12 the mo- 
mentous conference opened with im- 
posing ceremony, Almost tmmediate- 
ly Secretary Hughes put forward 
America’s plan for reduction and 
limitation of naval armament, includ- 
ing a naval holiday for ten years, the 
scrapping of all shipbuilding  pro- 
grams, destruction of vessels to a cer- 
tui point and the maintenance of 
the navies of America, Great Britain 
and Jupan on a 5-5-8 basis, The plas 
Was fortnally accepted by the delegates 
of these uations on December 15, and 
to the agreement were nided clauses 
for the preservation of she status quo 
of naval hases and fortieation in the 
western Pacitic. 

Of almost equal importance was the 
four-power puet accepted by the can- 
ference on December 138.

Russia's year was one of fighting, 
famine and efforts to resume relatlons 
with other nations, The soviet gev- 
ernmeut held {ts own against repeated 
revolts, which luclided ‘risings of the 
workingmen of Moscow, of  pens- 
ants under Antoney, and an iavasion 
of the Ukraine by Petlura, which for 
a Ume threatened to be successful, 
Vailure of the crops brought a terrible 
famine in rhe Volga region. Many 
thouxands starved to death and even 
the American relief sudtoinistration, 
which took charge of“ the situation, 
could only partially check the disaster. 
In seeking to break through the ring 
of isolation surrounding it, the Moscow 
government gradually receded from its 
communistic principles. It sought the 
aid of furetgn capital, and on August 
vd it, abandoned ‘state ownership of all 
bat a few of the largest industries. 
Treaties were made with the Baltic 
states and with Turkey, and tempt- 
ing offers of concessions were held 
out to other nations. In a notable 
hronouncement on October 21 Premier 
Lenin admitted the economic defeat 
of communism. ‘ 

Old King Peter of Serbia died in 
Belgrade on August 17, and four days 
later his son Alexander was pro 
cliimed king of Jugo-Slavia. He was 
reluctant to leave Paris, however, and 
it was not until November 6 that he 
went to Belgrade and assumed his 
crown, Portugal was upset by sev- 
eral revolutionary movements toward 
the close of the year. On August 19 
the ministry was overthrown by a mili- 
tary coup and several cabinet mem- 
bers, Including Premier Granjo, were 
assassinated, A few days later a plot 
of the royalists was uncovered, and in 
November Carvalho Mesquita led a re- 
volt. Because of these disorders and 
of the spread of bolshevism the pow- 
ers began consideration of a plan for 
intervention. Spain had rebels, also— 
the tribesmen of Morocco, Against 
them she maintained a wearying and 
expensive wartare for months. ' And 
while on the subject of rebellion, men- 
tion must be mude of the revolt of 
the Moplahs on the Malabar corst of 
India, which caused the British gov- 
ernisvit much annoyance and not a 
few Hyes, The chief sufferers there, 
aside from the Moplahs themselves, 
were the non-Mohammedan natives of 
the region, There was unrest through- 
out India and the prince of Wales was 
sent there, His arrival in Bombay 
was signalized by bloody rioting.

DOMESTIC AFFAIRS 


During the early part of the year 
the “country was prepa.lng for the 
change of administration on March 4. 
President-elect Harding resigned as 
senutor from Ohio on Junuary 9, and 
the next day he asked that prepara- 
tions for an elaborate tnaaguration be 
canceled, feeling that it would be In- 
consistent with the urgent need for 
economy. On February 19 Mr. Har- 
ding announced the appointment of 
Charles K, Hughes as his secretary of 
stute—a choice that met with general 
upproval—and oh sneceeding days he 
completed his cabinet with these 
numes: Secretary of the treasury, An- 
drew W. Mellon; secretary of war, 
John W. Weeks; attorney general, 
Harry M, Daugherty; postmaster gen- 
eral, Will H, Haya; secretary of the 
navy, Edwin Denby; secretary of the 
futerior, Albert B. Fall; seeretary of 
agriculture, Henry C. Wallace; secre- 
tary of commerce, Herbert C, Hoover; 
secretary of labor, James J, Davis, Mr. 
Harding was inaugurated on March 4 
with simple, dignified ceremony, and 
President Wilson, despite his contin- 
ued Iineks, was able to be present. 
The senate, in extra session, confirmed 
the agen and a number of other ap- 
pointments, ahd adjourned on March 
15.

On the first day of the year General 
Crowder ‘was sent by President Wil- 
son te Cuba to see what could be done 
to restore financial and economic con- 
ditions there, upset by the collapse of 
the sugar boom... He remained on the 
island for a long time and succeeded 
in his mission to a considerable ex- 
tent. On April 11 telephone communi- 
cation between the United States and 
Cuba was opened by an exchange of 
greetings between Prestdents Harding 
and Menocal. 

The United States Supreme court 
rendered several notable decisions. On 
January 31 it held that Judge Landis 
had no lawful right or power to pre- 
side over the trial of Victor Berger and 
other Suclatists, On March 28 it ruled 
that profits from sale of corporate 
stocks and bonds and capital assets 
are taxable as income. On April 11 It 
refused to review the convictions of 
Haywood and 79 other I. W. W. mem- 
bers. The conviction of Senator New- 
_berry of Michigan and otherg for al- 
leged violation of the corrupt prac- 
Uces act was set aside on May 2, the 
act being held vold. On June 30 Wil- 
liam Howard Taft was appofnted chief 
justice and was sworn in on October 3, 

The wnemptoyment situation be- 
came so bad during the summer that 
President Harding called a conference 
of experts on the subject, It began its 
sessions on September 26 and, after a 
long study, established a central bu- 
reau and started local employment 
movements throughout the country. 
The resulting relief was but partial, 
for business itself was sufferlng a gen- 
eral depression, 

One of the worst race riots in the 
history of the country broke out in 
Tulsa, Okla, on May 31. Before it 
was quelled the negro quarter of the 
city had been burned and 35 persons 
had been killed and many wounded, 

Labor troubles of long standing In 
West Virginia culminated in an insur- 
rectionary movement by miners which 
called forth a proclamation by the 
President ordering them to disperse. 
Federal troops were sent into the re- 
gion and the miners soon surrendered. 

A commission, headed by Gen. Leon- 
ard Wood, was sent to the Phillippines. 
It reported in November, recommmend- 
ing against immediate withdrawal of 
the Unfted States from the islands. 
Meantime General Wood was offered 
and accepted the post of governor gen- 
eral. 

The American Legion, in session at 
Kansas City, elected Lieut. Col. Han- 
ford MacNider of Jowa its national 
commander on November 1, The Le- 
gion had as guests Marshal Foch of 


France, General Diaz of Italy, Ad- 
miral Beatty of England and other 


distinguished warriors. These same 
\ visitors and many other eminent per- 
sons participated, on Armistice Day, 
Nov. 1, in the ceremony of the burial 
of America’s unknown soldier in the 
National cemetery at Arlington.

DISASTERS 


Floods, tornadoes and conflagrations 
cost many Hives and vast property 
losses tn 1921. A four-milllon-dullar 
tire destroyed the business section of 
Athens, Ga, on Junuary 24. The Ar- 
Fimour grain elevator in Chicago, larg. 
est in the world, was wrecked by fire 
and explasien on March 19, the loss 
being $6,000,000. A thousand houses 
in Tokyo were destroyed by tlames Sn 
Mareh, and in April fire’ in Manila 
} rendered. 15,000 homeless and 4,000 
bulldings were burned in Hakodate, 
Japan, The Southern” states were 
struck by a tornado on April 15, 100 
persons being killed, On June 3 came 
the terribte floads In eastern Colorado 
in which hundreds lost their lives and 
immense property damage was done, 
san Antonio, ex., experienced a dis- 
ngtrous flood on Septentber 10. 

The two most startling disasters 
eccurred abroad. On August 24 the 
glant dirigible ZR-2, built by the Brit- 
jsh for the United States, broke in 
two while over Hull, England, on her 
Jast. trial trip. Forty-six men were 
killed, Including 15 members. of the 
American crew that was to bring the 
vessel across the ocean. 

On September 21 a grent nitrate 
plunt at Oppau, Germany, blew up. 
The tuwn was wiped out. about 1,500 
persons were kflled and thousands 
were injured. 


NATIONAL LEGISLATION 


Not a great deal of legisintion was 
passed by the Republican congress 
during the tust two months of Presi. 
dent Wilson's administratfon. The 
Pregident vetoed the bill to revive the 
War finance corporation on January 
2, and congress prompUy repassed it. 
On January 12, $7,100,000 was appro- 
i priated for enforcement of prohibition. 
The house decided, on Jandary 19, that 
its membership should not be tn- 
erensed. After much debate congress 
set the limit of the regular army at 
175,000 men. Mr. Wilson vetoed the 
measure, but It was passed over his 
veto, On February 26 the President 
signed the Winslow bill, making avatl- 
able’ to the railroads $370,000,000 from 
the government guarantee fund. 

Presidént Harding called congress 
in extra session on April 11 and nearly 
all the rest of the yenr. it waa busy 
with the task of redeeming the pledges 
of the Republican party, with what 
suceess must be left to Individual

tlon of similar purport, and the meas- 
ure. was finally passed on July 1 and 
signed the next day by President 
Harding. Reperted efforts to pass a 
soldiers’ bonus bill’ came to naught, 
but a soldiers’ rellet bureau was cre- 
ated on August 2 and Col. C. R. Forbea 
was made tts director, The house 
passed both a tax revision bill and a 
tariff bill, but the senate did not get 
around to the latter. The tax meas- 
ure was enacted Into law on Novem- 
ber 21, 

Among other {mportant measures 
passed were a bill to exempt American 
coastwise shipping from payment of 
Panama canal tolls; o bili for govern. 
ment regulation of the packing {ndus- 
try; the $48,500,000 shipping board 
deficiency bill; the billion-dollar firm 
exports eredit bill; and various meas- 
ures relating to erforcement of the 
prohibition amendment, Including one 
forbidding the manufacture and sale 
of beer as medicine. 

The extra session came to an end 
on November 23, and on December 5 
congress met for the regulur session. 


LABOR AND INDUSTRIAL 


Two strong tendencies in the world 
of tabor marked the year fn the United 
States. One was toward a reduction 
of wages, 28 a part of the “return to 
normalcy,” and the other was toward 
the establishment of the open shop. 
Naturally beth were contested by or- 
ganized labor, not wholly successfully. 
The railway executives took the lead 
in both movements, but had many fol- 
lowers. In January the national con- 
ference of state manufacturers’ asso- 
elations pledged support for the open 
shop movement. On the last day of 
that month the rallway executives 
asked that the national working agree- 
ments be abrogated; the railroad 
brotherhoods appealed to President 
Wilson to prevent wage reductions but 
he refused to interfere. By order of 
the railway labor board some of the 
working agreements were terminated 
on July 1 and a wage cut averaging 12 
per cent was put Into effect. The rail- 
ways later announced they would ask 
further wage cuts. The membership 
of the brotherhoods decided by. vote 
that a strike should be called on Octo- 
ber 30, but nine allied unions refused 
to support such a strike, and on an- 
nouncement by the board that it would 
uot consider wage cut requests until 
all working rule questions had been 
decided the strike order was canceled. 
On December 1 the board reconstituted 
the working rules so that the open 
shop principle was recognized. 

The long existing lockout in the 
building industry of the Chicago dis- 
trict was nominally ended on June 10 
and Judge Landis was chosen arbiter 
of the wage scales and working rules. 
Nearly three months later he handed 
down his decision, reducing wages 10 
to 36 Rer cent and establishing new 
rules alld conditions, The carpenters 
bad refused to be parties to the arbi- 


| tration ‘and open shop conditions for 


their eratt resulted. Slowly but sure- 
ly the other crafts involved were 
brought toe compliance with the 
awards, 

in the packing industry there was a 
wage reduction in Mareh and a strike 
was narrowly averted. In September 
the large packing plauts installed the 
shop representation system and in No- 
vember, under this plan, the employees 
consented to a further reduction of 10 
The meat cutters repudiated 
called a strike on Dec. 5. 
were many minor strikes, 
them short lHved. Samuel 
was re-elected president of 
the American Federation of Labor 
which held its convention in Denver 
in June, 

Great Britain’s coal miners went on 
strike on Mareh 1 and for nearly four 
months the nation's industries were 
near collapse. The rail and transport 
workers refused to go out and the 
government would not yleld to the 
demands that the mines be national- 
ized, So the miners returned to work 
on June 28 without having gained 
much,

Nearly 6,000,000,000 internal reve- 
nue stamps alone were printed, Lib 
erty loan engraving and printing prac- 
tically ceased with the completion in 
April of the Fourth Liberty Loan per- 
manent coupon bonds, the report 
stated, making a total of all issues of 
191,344,560 bonds and notes of both 
temporary and permanent forms.
